From most unbiased sources, victory 
for the Republican Presidential ticket is 
predicted. It is needless to point out, in 
this respect, however, that such victory 
can be assured only by a vote actually 
representative of the Hoover-Curtis sen- 
timent throughout the country. 

Those in charge of the Hoover cam- 
paign in California believe that the vote 
of this State will establish a record, not 
only in the size of the vote for Hoover, 
but in the Hoover majority over his 
Democratic and Socialist adversaries. 

In order that the Republican ticket 
may receive a maximum vote in this 
State and, likewise, for the avoidance of 
legal controversy after the election, all 
supporters of Hoover are urged to vote 
for the thirteen electors under the Re- 
publican column.

usted by the Prohibition party, which 


has indorsed Hoover’s candidacy, but 
there is possibility of confusion and liti- 
gation if any considerable number vote 
for the Hoover electors under the Pro- 
hibition designation. 
Explanation has heretofore been made 
that the name of a candidate for Presi- 


pear on the ballot, his candidacy being 
represented by a group of electors se- 
lected by the political party with which 
he is affiliated. On the ballot tomorrow 
will appear the names of those pledged 
to the candidacy of Smith, Democratic 
nominee; Thomas, Socialist nominee, 
and Hoover, Republican nominee, the 
Republican group also appearing in the 
Prohibition column, 

Other party candidates on the ballot 
include those seeking election as United 
States Senator, Congressman, State As- 
semblyman and State Senator. A marked 
ballot showing the recommendations of 
The Times on the several candidacies 
and issues appeared in yesterday’s Times 
and will appear again tomorrow.

The 
first official condemnation of the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office for failure to con- 
duct an energetic prosecution of the 
principal Julian defendants came from 
Judge Doran, whose attitude on this sit- 
uation caused some of the Julian de- 
fendants and their attorneys to launch 
the fight to remove him from the bench. 
Opposition to his election has been 
actively carried on by certain criminal 
elements of the community following the 
trial, conviction and sentencing in 
Doran’s court of Albert Marco, exploiter 
of commercialized vice. 


Doran should be re-elected, The Times 
believes, not only because of his own 
record of integrity, vigor, courage and 
ability on the bench, but as an expression 
of public assurance that such qualities in 
the judiciary are appreciated at their 
true value.

IXING THE REPARATIONS 
By inducing Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Churchill of England and Pre- 
mier Poincare of France to agree upon 
submitting the matter of German war 
reparations to a new committee of eco- 
nomic experts for final settlement Sey- 
mour Parker Gilbert has achieved a 
triumph of diplomacy. 


This able young American, who is 
agent-general for the reparations pay- 
ments under the Dawes plan, has been 
urging France and Britain to compose 
their differences as to the payments. 
This he held to be only common justice 
to Germany, which was all at.sea as to 
the total amount it would have to pay 
and the time of the last payment. 


Germany also has been anxious to 
know when it could obtain freedom from 
post-war control by its enemies. It is re- 
ported from London, as a result of the 
Franco-British agreement, that Mr. Gil- 
bert will be able to lay before Chancellor 
Mueller at Berlin a joint official docu- 
ment giving him the assurance that this 
information will be forthcoming at an 
early date along with the findings of the 
new expert committee. 


Premier Mussolini, to whom the news 
of the agreement was dispatched by Mr. 
Gilbert, is said to place much reliance on 
Mr. Churchill’s judgment, and is in “a 
favorable mood” respecting his decision. 


In their ‘first post-war claims against 
Germany the Allies demanded a total in- 
demnity of $31,000,000,000. This is far 
greater than the recently discussed fig- 
ure, which is said to have been $8,000,- 
000,000. The Dawes plan, which super- 
seded all the other plans of payment, 
named no principal sum for the indem- 
nity, but it did name annual payments to 
spread over an indefinite period. 


Meantime, because Germany had 
failed to make the first payment fixed 
by the original reparations committee, 
France entered the Ruhr, and Germany 
announced itself a bankrupt. This made 
things look black for reparations. But 
when Germany accepted the Dawes 
plan a light broke upon the situation, 
and the controversy would have ceased 
but for the indefinite time in which 
final payment was to be made. 


Under the Franco-British agreement 
the new expert committee will virtually 
be given a free hand to arrive at a con- 
clusion as to the amount Germdny can 
pay-and the method by which its credit 
can be mobilized in order to meet the 
demands of the Allies at the earliest pos- 
sible day.

The one 
notice sent out now is the only 
bill mailed for 1929 payments due.

WATER AREA 


H. F. Waleworth Asserts | 


Voters Should Authorize 
Formation of District 


An overwhelming “Yes” vote on 
the Metropolitan Water District 
measure which appears on the gen- 
eral election ballot in Los Angeles 
as Proposition B and on the bal- 
lots in twelve other Southern Cai- 
fornia cities at next Tuesday's elec- 
tion, was urged yesterday by Hiram 
W. Wadsworth, president of the 
— River Aqueduct Associa- 
tion. 

“At next Tuesday's election the 
citizens of thirteen Southern Cali- 
fornia cities will be asked to au- 
t norte their respective communi- 
ties to join in the formation of the 
Metropolitan Water District through 
which they can obtain urgently 
needed additional domestic water 
supplies from the Colorado River,” 
said Mr. Wadsworth. 

“In Los Angeles this measure ap- 
pears as Proposition B. It is one of 
the most important questions to be 
passed on at the election. It should 
not be overlooked. 

“By voting ‘Yes’ on the Metro- 
politan Water District measure, the 
people of Los Angeles and of the 
other twelve cities will be voting to 
enable their communities to take 
the first officia] step in the forma- 
tion of a great water district 
through which it will be possible 
to work out the task of construct- 
ing the Colorado River Aqueduct 
and procuring Colorado River wa- 
ter 


“The water district measure is 
not a bond issue, and does not au- 
thorize the expenditure of any tax 


money.

“With these thirteen cities au- 
thorized by their citizens to proceed 
with the formation of a water dis- 
trict the first official step in the 
direction of Colorado River water 
will be taken. An overwhelming 
vote in authorizing formation of 
the water district also will serve as 
notice to Congress that Southern 
California is in need of this water 
and is anxiously awaiting the adop- 
tion of Boulder dam legislation that 
will, through the. construction of 
Boulder dam, make the needed 
available.”

serted on August 14, 1925, Harry E. 
Springate was arrested on a felony 
charge and on being arraigned his 
bail was fixed at $5000. 
DEAL TRACED 

The plaintiff, who sets out that at 
this time she was Maude L. Barnes, 
entered into an agreement with the 
bail-bond concern to indemnify the 
New Amsterdam Casualty Company 
for the bail bond furnished by 
Cochran and Seanor. They demand- 
ed, she contended, her promissory 
note for $6000, the note secured by 
property valued around $80,000. 

Mrs. Bridge said that the security 
on the note, she was told, was a 
mere matter of form to show that 
the bond was secured by real estate. 
She executed the note for $6000, al- 
so a deed of trust on her real estate. 
Cochran and Seanor were named as 
payees of the note. also as benefici- 
aries in the trust deed with Milton 
Shafer as trustee.

Following Springate’s failure to 
appear in court, Mrs. Bridge said 
that she was notified that his bond 


had been forfeited and paid by the 
New Amsterdam Casualty Company 
and she was asked to pay the $5000 
also $1500 said to have been ex- 
pended by the bail-bond concern in 
the attempt to apprehend Springate. 

Mrs. Bridge refused to pay the 
money and a foreclosure procedure 
was begun against her property put 
up to secure her note. The prop- 
erty was saved by her aunt bidding 
it in for $6500, she decla*ed.
